There are many kinds of bears, ail 
varying in characteristics, and are found 
all over the world; Australia being the 
only country, we believe, in which they 
have never been met with. In Asia, 
Earope, and America, the species are 
widely distributed, and were spoken of 
in histories of the remotest ages. The 
first bears on record are those mentioned | 
im the Bible, “the she bears which came _ 
out the wood,” and tare forty and two of | 
the mockers of Elisha—(2 Kings, II 24.) 

ee the early history of New Eng 

bears make a conspicuous figure, 
shared with the wolf the privilege of 
being employed from the earliest times by 
nursery maids to scare children into 
obedience. The bear, however, is rarely 
a dangerous animal to maa, ¢ our 
Grizzly bear, even in his native forest. 
Some of the species are pets of menage | 
ries, and are not unfrequently taught to 
dance and tumble in a manner exceed- 
ingly amusing to spectators. The bear) 
is almost as much « harmonist, in bis | 
way, as the monkey, and the odd con- 
trast between the gravity of his looks | 
- the droliness ofthis capers is irresis- 
ludicous. 
"The most formidable bear upon this | 
Continent is the well-known grizzly, the 
Urous feroz, Urows Horribiiie, or the 
Meeshah Musquaw, of the Cree Indians. | 
Its length is from 6 to 9 feet, and weight 
from 400 to 800 Ibs. It is formed liked 
the European bear, its foreclaws being 
siz inches long ; it does not ascend trees, 
however, though its young sometimes 
do, The tail is so short and so lost in 
the hair around its branches that it is a 
standing joke with lodian bunters, when 
they have killed one, to desi:e any person 
Gnacyuainted with that fact to take hold 
of its tail. The grizzly is found in the 
Kocky mountains and in the plains to 
the east of them; also in California and 
in the North western British territory, 
as far as Lat. 61°, altho’ savige and 
morvuse by oe ure the aimost universal 
of fan implanted in the animal creation 
is found even in the breasts of these hor 
rible monaters.

In New York, the Constitution was 
carried by the small majority of three 
votes; bat being carried, Alexander 
Hamilton drew a free breath, feeling 
that his untiring and disinterested labors 
were rewarded. 

The ratification of the Constitution 
was celebrated by public demonstrations 
in the different States. Io Philadelphia 
there was a grand procession of the 
traders, described at length by Francis 
Hopkinson, and in New York there was 
a somewhat similar display, the banners 
borne through the streets on this coca 
sion bearing the names of Washington 
and Hamilton, repeated many times. 

“ Conspicuous » was the federal 
frigate ‘Ilamilton,"’ fully manned, re 
sponding with frequent salutes to the 
applause of the gazing crowds "—well 
might New York and the nation at 
large pay homage to this man, who, set- 
ting aside all smal! = and inter- 
ests, had battled so manfully for the 
good of the whole country ' 

The new Constitution now being rati 
fed, Washington was called upon to fill 
the office of (hief Magistrate by the 
united voice of the goaple 

The first Wednesday in March, 1789, 
Was appointed for the new government 
to go into operation, bat as a quorum of 
both houses did net come together until 
April, the inauguration was deferred 
until the 30th day of that month 
George Washington was sworn into 
Office as President of the United States, 
and Jobn Adams as Vice-President.
